Superintendent’s Report 
TO THE SCHOOL BOARD AND CITIZENS OF LANDAFFP: 


The total enrollment in your schools last year was 4], 
the average membership 31.7, and the percent of attend- 
ance 96.80. The latter was over two percent better than © 
that of the previous year. There were 12 pupils attend- 
ing Lisbon High school. 

The present enrollment on February first was 46, dis- 
tributed as follows: Blue school 18, Ireland 11 and 
Scotland 17. Thisis 14 more pupils than you had in 
your schools at the same time last year. There are 
seven pupils attending High school at Lisbon. 

There were two changes in your teaching staff this 
year. Miss Catherine Mahoney of Lowell, Mass., re- 
placed Miss Wright, who took Miss Bishop’s place at the 
Blue school. Miss Mahoney is a graduate of Lowell 
State Teachers College. 
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Miss Barbara Wilson accepted a position in Lincoln. 
She was replaced by Miss Helene Dudley of Manchester. 
Miss Dudley is a graduate of Keene Teachers College. 

Next year the Ireland school will probably have only 
seven pupils. It does not seem economical or wise to 
operate a school with only seven pupils when teachers 
are so scarce and taxes are so high. I think it would be 
possible to save about $500 if you closed this school and 
transported the pupils to the Blue school. This figure 
is based on the expectation that the pupils can be trans- 
ported for $500, and that someone can be found with 
the necessary car to do the transporting. 

Through the interest and efforts of Mrs. Sharpless a 
hot dish is being served to pupils during the winter 
months. 

I wish to thank the members of the School Board for 
their cooperation during the past year. |
